Washington, December 1.—Pay- 
iment of a soldiers’ bonus with funds 
raised by a poll tax of $250 on each 
immigrant and $50 on every alien

UPON HOTEL PLANT 


Hickey, Dean of Dixie 
Hotel Men, Plans To Re- | 
tire From Business, 
When Change Is Et- 
fected.

The Piedmont hotel, one of the larg- 
est institutions of its kind in the 
south, has been acquired by a con- 
pany made up of Carling L. and Louis 
J. Dinkler and Henry C. Heinz, of 
this city, and after January 1, 1924, 
will be added to the chain of hotels 
now under the management of the 
Dinkler interests in this and other 
southern cities. The new concern will 
be known as the Piedmont Operating 
Company, Incorporated. 

This announcement was made Sat- 
urday by T. J. Woods, head of the 
business leasing department of the M. 
C. Kiser company, who with Inman 
Sanders, a business associate, con- 
ducted the transaction by which James 
FE. Hickey, dean of southern hotel 


jpfoprietors, transferred his lease on 


ttre: three million-dollar Piedmont 
hotel to the Piedmont Operating Com- 


pany, Ineorporated. Mr. Hickey, it 
was stated, will retire from the hotel 
business the first of the coming year. 

No definite anhouncement was 
given out regarding the details of the 
transaction, but "it is understood that 
several hundred thousand dollars 
were involved, and that the Piedmont 
will be operated under the Dinkler 
policies which have proven poymlar 
in the Tutweiler, of Birmingham; the 
Asney and the Kimball hotels, of At-

lanta, and other houses in the big 
Dinklet chain. 

The addition of the Piedmont will 
probably give the Dinkler interests 
the greatest number of rooms under 
the management of one company in 
the southern states, the grand total 
being something like 
apartments.

Washington, December. 1.—(Spe 
cial.)——-A broad gauged legislative 
program for aid to the southern farm- 
er. was. adopted by the “cotton 
bloc” Saturday at a meeting in the 
capitol, attended by sixty southern 
members of the house and senate. 

The legislative aims will be: 

1.—Placing of calcium arsenate and 
its chemical ingredients, used for 
eradicating the boll weevil, on the free 
list, in order to bring cheaper fertil- 
izer to the southern farmer. 

2.—Sale of the government plants 
at Muscle Shoals, Ala., to Henry Ford 
for development of cheap nitrates for 
fertilizers. 

3.—Establishment of an agricultur- 
al experiment station in each state to 
study means of exterminating the boll 
weevil. 

4.—Reduction of freight rates on 
calcium arsenate and fertilizer, 

5.—Readjustment of the present 
system of estimating the cotton crop. 

Harris on Committee. 

These aims are contained in a reso 
lution which was adopted at the meet- 
ing, drawn up by a special committee 
of the cotton bloc, headed by Repre- 
sentative Black of Texas, and of 
which Senator Harris, of Georgia, was 
&@ member. ; 

Several committees were appointed 
to consider the remedies proposed for 
relief of the southern farmer and to 
frame adequate legislation. Repre- 
sentative Vinson, of Georgia, was ap- 
pointed to study the question of freight 
rates, 

The resolution follows: 

The Resolution. 

“We, your committee appointed at 
a meeting of members of the house 
and senate from the cotton growing 
states held Friday, November 29, pre- 
sent the following resolutions for your 
adoption: | 

“Whereas, the growing of cotton in 
the United States is seriously men- 
aced by the ravages of the boll weevil, 
best evidenced by three successive 
short crops of cotton, thus threaten- 
ing widespread loss to not only the 
varmers of the south and southern in- 
dustries, but to the entire nation as 
well, especially those sections where 
textile industries are established; and 

“Whereas, experiments conducted 
by the U. S. department of agriculture 
as well as those by farmers in the cot- 
ton growing states, seem to have es- 
tablished that the most effective means 
of combating the weevils are by the 
use of one or @il of the following 
methods, to wit: Liberal use of fer- 
tilizer, intensive methods of cultiva- 
tion and application of calcium arsep- 
ate as poison, and 

“Whereas, It is desirable that the 
supplies of calcium arsenate and fer- 
tilizer be developed and made avail- 
able as much as possible so as tH re-

plan submitted in this petition. 

Service Jeopardized., 

“Already, owing to the financial 
results stated above, credit of the 
street railway is now exhausted, and 
riot one dollar of additional capital 
can be horrowed either for the pur- 
pose of improving existing mileage or 
for extensions. This serious condition 
jeopardizes the quality of present 
service as well as its continued ex- 
istence. 

“The street railroad business,” the 
petition continues, “can be put on a 
living basis by increasing the num- 
ber of passengers carried, by increas- 
ing the fare per passenger or by les- 


eost of operating, 

“It is immaterial to the:street rail- 
road how the street railroad transpor- 
tation is put on a living basis, pro- 
vided that result is aceomplished 
without injury to the public interest. 


Can Obtain Credit. 

“A living basis for the street rail- 
road transportation business means a 
reasonable return on the present fair 
value of the street railway property 
devéited to the public use. It is nec- 
essary to put the street railroad busi- 
ness on at least such, a living basis 
because nothing less will enable it to 
obtain the new capital necessary to 
furnish additional and improved 
transportation service which people 
centinually demand and which is a 
necessity of city life.’’ 

The relief sought, it is declared, 
“will so strengthen the credit of the 
street railroad that it will he able to. 
berrow sufficient new @apital to in- 
crease and extend its service and to 
cooperate in the provision for public 
improvements necessary to meet the 
transportation needs of a_ city of 
500.000 people.” 

“Peoph demand more and better 
street car transportation,” the peti- 
tion asserts, ‘because they cannot go 
to and from their occupations or ear- 
ry on their business without it. The 
e-mmeree of the city depends on it. 
The public, by failing to put it on a 
living basis, is destroying the ability 
of the street railroad to furnish the 
service demanded.

Submits Agreement. 


In support of the various remedies 
scught the petition says, in part:

Jitneys should 
not be licensed except where neces- 
sity for them is shown.”

Condition Survey. 

A feature of the petition is the 
company’s survey of traffic condi- 
tions which reveals that. during rush 
hours, automobiles constitute 90 per 
cent of the moving traffic and street 
cars 9 per cent. whereas automobiles 
convey only 173-4 per cent of the 
people and street cars carry more 
than S82 per cent. 

Citing the traffie survey as prov- 
ing the public necessity: of street car 
transportation and the difficulty. of 
giving good service,,the petition says: 

“Turing the rush hours (5:00 p. 
m. to 6:00 p. m.) automobiles com- 
prise by actus: count 90 per cent of 
‘the moving traffic on streets and 
street cars 9 per cent. In. the num- 
ber of passengers handled this condi- 
tion is reverse-{, automobiles handling 
only 173-4 per cent of total passen- 
gers transported, and street cats 82.13 
per cent. 

“At rush-hour periods automobiles 
average only one passenger per car. 
not including the driver: the street 
ears average 47.1 passengers per car; 
so it takes over 47 automobiles to 
handle a smany passengtrs as one 
street car bandles. 

“During rush hours, by actual count 
and measurement, the automobile pas- 
senger uses 11.2 times more street 
area than the,street cdt pasenger.

GERMAN PAPERS DIFFER 
ON HUGHES’ SPEECH. 

Berlin, December 1.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Secretary Hughes’ 
Philadelphia speech, cabled here in 
brief form, draws adverse criticisms 
from the conservative and junker or- 
gans, which quereulously complain 
that the utterances of the Am-rican 
cabinet chief provide no concre 4 help 
for Germany in her present sorry 
plight. 

The conservative Tages Zeitung says 
Mr. Hughes’ statement is obviously 
intended as impartial, but it is regret- 
— that “‘Washington remains un- 
der the influence of French propa- 
anda and fails to recognize that not 
Tears but Germany, 
and needs security for the future.” 

“If what Poincare’s understanding 
by security becomes a reality, namely, 
the complete and permanent subje ction 
of Germany under Americ a's tolera- 
tion,” the newspaper adds, “all good 
wishes for Germary'’s prosperity 
amount to naught.” 

Some Are Bitter. 

The Pan-German Duetsche Zeitung 
says the _speec h was of the “Wilson- 
jan type,” and the menarchist Reichs 
Bote exclaims bitterly: “American 
statesmen are fond of making high 
flown speeches, but when they come 
to deal with Poincare’s tyranny and 
oppression of a “defenseless people 
they slrug their shoulders and say 
that Europe is none of their business, 
notwithstanding the fact that Amer- 
ica by its participation in the wag | 
plunged central Europe into misery. 

The Vossicsh Zeitung, the only other ' 
commentator, declared the speech is 
' the starting point of a new American 
peace policy for Europe and empha- 
size the importance of the fact that 
France and Great Britain have been 
driven to the recognition of the neces- 
sity of applying new methods in solu- 
tion of the reparation problem. 

America Considers War. 

The Boersen Zeitunz’s interpreta- 
tion of Secretary Huzhes’ speech -is 
that it shows «clearly the 
is keeping a watchful, inter- 
attitude. America’s solicitude, 
says the paper, remains, as heretofore, 
mainly concerned with military arma- 
ments. If the race for armaments is 
not halted, then the United States

REFUGEES GROPE

Flood Sweeps Five Great 
Hydro - Electric Plants, 
Cutting All Power 
Sources. 


Milan, Italy, December 1.—Three 
hundred persons are believed to have 
been drowned when a dam on Lake 
Gleno burst late today above the lit- 
tle towns of Dezzo, Gueggio and Te- 
veno. The water swept down into the 
towns below, carrying awaye bomes 
and other property in the speedy cur- 
rents. 

Terrific rains have deluged north- 
ern Italy for two days and caused 
the dam to burst. 

The inundation of many towns in 
the vicinity of Lake Maggiore is re- 
ported. Rain still is falling in tor 
rents at Florence. 

The disaster at Dezzo threw the 
entire region into darkness, for five 
hydro-electric power-houses Were de- 
stroyed. The valleys were filled with 
refugees stumbling along to safety 
while the rising flood waters licked 
at their feet. Loss of cattle was heavy 
and many plants in the Brembana and 
Steriand industrial regions will have 
to shut down, 

Many the inhabitants in the lit- 
tle villages the Brembana valley 
in the path of the flood, were still 
asleep when the waters rushed ints 
their homes, drowning them without 
a chance for them to save themselves, 
The town of Dezzo was completely 
submerged.

Washington, December 1.—Terms 
of the new agreement under which 
managing agents of government ship- 
‘ping tonnage will operate were an- 
nounced tonight by Chairman Far- 
ley of the shipping board as the next 
step in the plan for a general con- 
sovlidation of routes and their event- 
ualeoperation under the board's super- 
vision, 

Modifieation of the managing op 
erators’ agreement, in effect for sev- 
eral years, which guaranteed shipping 
board agents a percentage of the gross 
receipts from operations, was an- 
nounced by the board in the following 
statement: 

“The only compensation the agent 
may receive shall be an adequate fixed 
commission on freight earnings, sub- 
ject to reduction by the board when 
shown to be excessive, and in addition 
such compensation ag may be deter- 
mined by the board in the case of

Five 
generating plants were so badly dam- 
aged that the city of Bergamo is with- 
out lighting power. 

The stricken people number thon- 
sands and army units have been dis- 
patched to the devastated zone to 
open kitchens. The dike was fifty 
feet in height.

SEEKS 10 READIUST 
HOUSE MEMBERSHIP 


Washington, December 1.—Reap- 
portionment of the house of represent- 
atives on the basis of the 1920 census 
without change in the present number 
of 435 is proposed in a bill to be pre- 
sented by Representative Fairfield, 
repulican, Indiana, who is senior mem- 
ber of the census committee. 

Hight state delegations would be in- 
creased while eleven would suffer 
losses under the reapportionment 
which would be fixed on ratios figured 
by the census bureau. California 
would gain three members, Michigan 
and Ohio would gain two each, and 
Connecticut, New Jersey,,North Caro- 
lina. Texas and Washington one each. 
Missouri would lese two members and 
a loss of one each would be suffered 
by Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Maine, Mississippi, Ne- 
braska, Rhode Island, Vermont. 

This proposal was passed by the 
house two years ago and not acted 
upon by the senate after an appor- 


tionment providing for 483 members 
had been refused. The house returned | 
to committee last year a bill pro-| 
viding tor 460 members and it was not 
acted upon. 

Mr. Fairfield declared congress was 
dodging a duty implied by the con- 
stitution if it failed to reapportion 
the house membership on tlie latest 
census. House reapportionment, he 
pointed out, bas been voted by cun- 
gress after every census.

Pull it off and then 
remove from the skin every particle of fat and flesh.

Handle ryt and the skin will peel easily. Cut the skin down the 
center of the belly to the breast, but do not cut into the flesh. 
but firmly draw the skin off the whole carcass. A sharp knife is need- 
ed. After the deer is skinned, hang him up by both hind legs, insert 
knife in breast and rip up belly. Keep’ the deer open with a double- 
pronged stick, Reach in above the kidneys and release the entrails. 
Then take out liver, heart and lights. If possible let deer hang twenty- 
four hours. Broiled liver w#l help to make the decision. 

Take your axe, split from neck to tail, divide into fore-quarters and 
hind-quarters. The meat is now ready for the epicure.

This year the railroads in class one 
are going to earn gross more than 
$6,000,000,000, That would compare 
With only $3,096,000,000 gross earned 
for 1916 as shown in the foregoing 
table. But with gross of only $3,596,- 
000,000 in 1916 the railroads with 
their operating ratio as a_ whole, 
down to 65.5 were able to show 
their operating income of $1,040,- 
084,000. 


As has already been stated few rail- 
roads are expected to show the Oc- 
tober operating ratio as low as that 
of Union Pacific, that is, 60.5. How- 
ever, there is no doubt but that all of 
the railroads as a whole are work- 
ing in the same direction as Union 
Pacific.

DR. GRIGE DECLARES 


Georgia’s greatest need today is 
confidence between rural sections and 
towns, in the opinion of Dr. Homer 
L. Grice, Washington, Ga., minister, 
who was principal speaker Friday at 
the weekly luncheon of the Civitas 
club. 

“The countryman needs to have 
more confidence in the city man, and 
the city man should have more con- 
fidence in the farmer,” he declared. 

“Georgia would be benefitted great- 
ly if numbers of the best farmers of 
the north and midwest were brou ght 
here to repopulate the deserted agri- 
cultural sections,” he said. 

“Mien. such as comprise~the mem- 
bership of the Atlanta Civitan clup 
and, the other 100 civic clubs in the 
state. should get together as_ far- 
sighted business men and unify their 
efforts to present the state's oppor- 
tunities to other sections.’ 

Jer. Grice said that in one respect 
the state today 1s in a fortunate con- 
dition. 

“For the first time in many years 
Georgia is free from partisan poli- 
ties,” he said. “The more than 5,000 
men who belong to the state's civic 
clubs can prevent a renewal of cheap 
personal politics that has been such a 
handicap to the progress of the state.

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The Story of George 


The Primordial Male in George Wanted to Kiss 
Jane, but the Urge Had a Long, Long Fight 
To Emerge; Even Two Years as a 
Soldier in France Didn't : 

Quite Free It. 


HERE comes a time in the life 
of even the most frivolous 
writer when he feels that he 
must tell the truth about love 
—let the indictments fall 
where they may. 

The propaganda is too strong. On 
the one hand you ask yourself, ‘‘What 
have you ever done for art?’”’ And 
you answer: ‘‘Nothing. I have never 
written anything that couldn’t be 
printed in a family magazine.” On 
the other hand you ask _ yourself, 
‘What have you done to get yourself 
hailed as a coming man?” And you 
answer: “‘Nothing. For years and 
years, and especially lately, the New 
York Society for the Suppression of 
Vice has been hauling every really 
promising young writer into court on 
charges of obscenity or psycho-analy- 
sis and turning him loose branded as 
a great literary artist, but I] have never 
been arrested once.’”’ 

Finally you ask yourself, ‘“Are you 
willing to go on writing stories of hap- 
py young. love at 10 cents a word 
where other chaps with no more talent 
than you are getting jailed for their 
stuff?’’ And you answer: “No. |, 
too, will strike a blow for art. 1, too, 
will write the truth about a man with- 
out any asterisks. I, too, will take 
Freud for my guide, and, diving into 
the depths of the unconscious mind, | 
will bring up a complex.”’ 

So, here goes for-the history of 
George—beginning with his father, 
of course, and with special attention 
to the years from nineteen to twenty- 
three, when the repressions of our 


civilization break down and the prim- 


ordial male emerges. 

The Rev. Mr. Orpen was not a bad 
man—as ministers go. But he was a 
tall, broad shouldered and powerful 
man with the appetites to match.

Every one who has visited Colorado

FEW years ago an interna- 

tional society of scientific 

men assemvled in Turin to 

read intricate essays, make 

technical speeches and dis- 

cuss matters so perplexing fo 

the rest of us that we do not even 
know the names of them. 

However, there was one professor 

who made a speech that anybody 

could understand, and although what 


he said was horrifying, the scientific. 


gentlemen nevertheless considered it 
worthy of -their profound attention. 
He was an “‘authority,’”’ a criminolo- 
gist who had spent his life in the active 
Study of his subject—tthat is to say, 
he was supposed to know what he 
was talking about. 

“It is necessary to recognize a fun- 
damental truth,’’ he said, opening his 
discourse on a spinal shock: ‘‘All men 
are naturally criminal,” 

Developing this theme, he went on 
to make the reasonable deductions. 
Since all men are Subject alike to the 
c,iminal impulses, the only difference 
between actual criminals and other 
men is that the other men have learn- 
ed to fear the consequences of follow- 
ing these impulses. 

Remove from any man all such 
fear, and the habits it has formed in 
him, and that man will certainly com- 


m.t a few crimes; he may behave as. 


badly as the worst Roman emperor 
who felt himself above consequence. 

Of course the hope of reward 1s to 
be considered as a motive withhold- 
ings men from crime, but the hope of 
a 1eward is only a form of fear. 

And thus, with infinite pains to 
avoid too much cptimism, the profes- 
sor demonstrated himself, his col- 
leagues and all the rest of us to be 
but base metal at bottom, no matter 
what angels’ heads we show on the 
golden surface. 

Now, if he is right, then of course 
we must expect to find criminal ten- 
dencies more strongly manifested in 
chil {hood than in the later ages when 
cauuion has be2n acquired; and wheth- 
er the great criminologist be right or 
wrong, it'is true that at least some 
children show what seems to be-a 
native and instinctive leaning toward 
a ine of crime. 

Certainly the case of fat Master 
Robert Eliot would go far to incline 
the open minded to vote with the pro- 
fessor. 


. T ten Robert had stopped of mur- 
der, but ony through good for- 
tune. When little Laurence Coy one 
day snatched a doughnut that Robert 
was eating, the brick thrown by Rob- 
ert at a distance of ten feet moved 
Master Coy’s hair with the wind of 
its close passage; and if Laurence had 
stooped an inch the less, there would 
have been no Laurence. 

Moreover, in snatching the dough- 
nut Laurence had but returned rob- 
bery for robbery. Fat Master Eliot, 
except when sluggish with too much 
eating, was the most expert food 
snatcher of his circle. No child with 
candy, even with candy partly de- 
voured, was safe within a block of 
him; he robbed passing fruit wagons, 
grocers’ wagons, ice cream Carts, pop- 
corn hoppers, peanut roasters; he had 
robbed a baby in a perambulaior of 
iis milk bottle. 

Moreover he stole, not ‘“‘for the 
sport of it,” that stealing so often

“Two years of earnest study, investi- 
gation, and research convinced me that 
the great benefits brought to the Rus- 
sian people by Bolshevism exist only on 
paper,’’ she writes in the preface of 
that book, ‘‘My Disillusionment in Rus- 
sia,’’ published by Doubleday, Page & 
Co. “As advertising wizards the Bol- 
sheviki excel anything the world has 
ever known before. But in reality the 
Russian people have gained nothing 
from the Bolshevik experiment.” 

Whether in the writing of this book 
she has forged a powerful weapon that 
can be used by those who hope to see 
the speedy ending of the communistic 
state, or whether she speaks chiefly 
from a prejudiced viewpoint superin- 
duced by the treatment meted out to 
her co-anarchists (she writes they are 
being hounded and persecuted on every 
hand) time alone will tell. But her 
observations, made at first hand and 
under especially intimate conditions, 
constitute a ringing indictment of the 
3olshevist regime; and they explain 
‘eloquently why the United States ‘has 
repeatedly refused to grant recognition 
to the Moscow government. 

She says—again in her preface— 
that “the strongest of us are loath to 
give up a long-cherished dream. I had 
come to Russi& vossessed by the hope

that I should find a hew- 
born country, with its 
people wholly consecrated 
to the great, though very 
difficult task of revolu- 
tionary reconstruction. 
And I had fervently hoped 
that | might become an 
active part of the inspiring 
work. 

“IT found reality in Rus- 
sia grotesque, totally un- 
like the great ideal that 


had borne me upon the 
crest of high hope to the 
land of promise.

Each day, each 
week, each month added 
new links to the fatal 
chain that pulled down 
my cherished edifice. .. 
Then came Kronstadt. It 
was the final wrench. - It 
completed the terrible 
realization that the Rus- 
Sian revolution was no 
more. 


“Ww SAW before me the Bolshevik 
state, formidable, crushing every 


-constructive revolutionary effort, sup- 


pressing, debasing and disintegrating 
everything. Unable and unwilling -to 
become a cog in that sinister machine, 
and aware that I could be of no prac- 
tical use to Russia, and her people, | 
decided to leave the country. Once 
out of it, I would relate honestly, frank- 
ly, and as objectively as humanly pos- 
sible to me the story of my two-years’ 
stay in Russia. I left in December, 
1921.

All this brought torbodings to 
the mind of the woman who had come 
to Russia with such high hopes. 

In Petrograd Miss Goldman caught 
her first glimpse of the Russia of the 
soviets. “It was almost in ruins, as if 
a hurricane had swept over it. The 
houses looked like broken old tombs 
upon neglected and forgotten cemeter- 
ies. The streets were dirty and de- 


serted; all life had gone from them. 


The population of Petrograd betore the 


war was almost 2,000,000; in 1920 it 
iad dwindled to 500,000. The people 
walked about like living corpses; the 
shortage of food and fuel was slowly 
Ssapping the city; grim death was clutch- 
ing at its heart. Emaciated and frost- 
bitten mén, women and children were 
being whipped by the common lash. 
The utter stillness of the large city at 
night was paralyzing. It fairly haunted 
me, this awful oppressive silence brok- 
en only by occasional shots. 

“‘l would lie awake trving to pierce 
Did not Zorin say that 
capital punishment had been abolish-

ed? Why this shooting? Doubt dis- 
turbed my mind, but I tried to wave 
them aside. I had come to learn.” 


ISS GOLDMAN 
learned plenty. 

In Petrograd she heard 
both sides of the story 
of Nestor Makhno, the 
anarchist of the Uk- 
raine, whose exploits 
have penetrated  be- 
yond the Russian _ bor- 
ders. He fought succes- 
Sively against the Ger- 
mans, the Austrians, 
Petlura, the Ukrainian 
chieftain, and against 
Kaledin, Grigoriev and 
Denekin. By Zorin he 
was pictured as an 
arch-rebel who had de- 
fied Moscow time and 
again. \By two Ukrain- 
ian students who visited 
her secretly Miss Gold- 
man was told that he 
had saved the Réd 
army repeatedly when 
it was sorely pressed by 
the invading White 
guard. And for this 
there was a price on his head! 

It was in Petrograd, too, that she 
met the late John Reed, whose eyes 
also had been opened to real condi- 
tions, but who insisted that the end 
justfied all means. Here she saw the 
indignities to which the Russian anar- 
chists were subjected, and the doubts 
which had been forming in her mind 
slowly crystallized into certainties. 

It must be understood that Miss 
Goldman is an avowed anarchist, that 
is, She does not believe in leaders for 
the proletariat. To her Niets#xche’s 
doctrine that humanity must always 
be divided into two classes, those who 
lead and those who follow, is anath- 
ema, as is the Marxian theory of gov- 
ernment fixed upon the people from 
above. And because the soviet dic- 
tatorship was really a dictatorship was 
really a dictatorship, with leaders and 
followers, and was thus opposed to 
the tenets of anarchism, she began to 
experience a gradual falling away 
from the ideas that prevailed at Mos- 
cow. It is possible, then, that some 
of her excoriations of bolshevism are 
motivated by this realization that an- 
archists and bolshevists are not of the 
same faith and that she and her co- 
workers are adrift once moré. 

Zorin handed her another jolt one 
night when they were on their way 
home from a meeting at which oppo- 
nents of the revolutionary assembly 
had been howled down from the plat- 
form. Zorin laughed when she said 
something about free speech. ‘‘Free 
speech is a bourgeois superstition,’’ he 
said. ‘During a revolutionary period 
there can be no free speech.”’ 

Her life for the next few months, 
she writes, was a sort of aimless wan- 
dering, an attempt to reconcile her 
previous conceptions with what she 
actually saw and with a valiant at- 
tempt to orient herself and find a 
niche for her capabilities But she 
was hampered on every hand, ham- 
pered not by the men at the top. but 
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pv that cruel, selfish, ignorant and 
bigoted horde which the Reds had 
placed in charge of activities. 

Perhaps the soviet captains are sin- 
cere. Perhaps they are trying hon- 
estly to bring order out of chaos and 
to ameliorate the miserable plight of 
the masses. But if they are sincere 
no less a person than Senator Borah, 
of Idaho, thinks they are, judging by 
his efforts to induce tle state depart- 
ment to recognize them) and still fail, 
it will be due in great measure to the 
unbelievable graft and corruption 
that permeates every rank below the 
all-highest. Not even the warmest 
triends of the communists, in this or 
any other country, deny this; and 
Miss Goldman speaks eloquently of 
the tremendous lot of it she saw 
wherever she went. 

The poor deluded peasants, urged 
to turn out the hated bourgeoise and 
the intelligentsia, did so only to tind 
a more brutal and densely ignorant 
middle class occupying the places of 
those the peasants had destroyed or 
had reduced to their own level. It 
was another illustration of a distinc- 
tion without a difference. No won- 
der, Miss Goldman says, she found 
hopeless, aparthetic eyes éverywhere, 
their owners fatalistically resigned to 
the worst, silently hating their new 
oppressors with all the venom they 
had.in their hearts for the old. 


N OSCOW she found little differ- 
4°% ent from Petrograd as far as 
starvation and hopelessness among 
the masses was concerned, but here 
she’ saw life and motion, as contrast- 
ed with the deadly stillness of the old 
capital. Here, too, she found the 
dreaded Tcheka, the secret police of 
the soviets, as ruthless, merciless and 
implacable in its power as was the 
secret police of the Romanovys in the 
latter’s palmiest days. 


Hatred of this sinister bodv was as 


universal as was the dread and fear of 
the czar’s old police. Even Miss Gold- 

herself, was not immune, and 
She tells us-she had to move with 
extreme caution at times in order not 
to bring down proscription upon those 
who braved its terrors to inform her 
of the true state of things in the re- 
public. More than once she had to 
slip through devious byways to reach 
the homes of those she wished to see, 
and in her book she caretully avoided 
mentioning the names of certain per- 
senages lest they might Suffer as the 
result of her indiscretion. 

Describing her visit with Lenine in 
the Kremlin she states that one of the 
first questions the man asked her was, 
“When can the social revolution be 
expected in America?’’ Nor was Le- 
nine the only man who. asked her that 
question, She adds. Ali through Rus-

Doctrine and Life 


By W. P. King 


PASTOR FIRST METHODIST CAURCH

HE controversy as to which 
| is more important, doctrine 
or life, creed or conduct, has 
a similarity to the question 
as to which is more neces- 
Sary, air or water. It may be 
said once for all that the man 
who underestimates the value of doc- 
trine falls into the mistake of ignoring 
the vital relation between belief and 
conduct. Jesus, in picturing the fi- 
nal judgment scene in Matthew the 
twenty-fifth chapter, lays stress on 
practical service. However, those 
who won His approval evidently had 
faith in God and in their needy fel- 
lowmen as children of God. 

Doctrine is important because it is 
important to believe the truth and be- 

cause it was the mission of Jesus to 
bear witness to the truth. 

The element of faith, however, 
does not involve perfection in the de- 
finitions and technicalities of a sys- 
tem of doctrine. It is doubtless true 
as has been well said that if all Chris- 
tian men for the next twenty years 
would give up the attempt to explain 
Christ and devote their attention to 
tollowing him, at the end of that time 
they would know more about the per- 
son of Christ than they had ever 
known before, and they would have 
put Christianity in a position to con- 
quer the world. 


The serious difficulty with some 
present day extreme advocates of doc- 
trine is that they are insistent on oth- 
er peop’: blindly swallowing their doc- 
triné as the Christian doctrine. The: 
proceed to question the Christian life

of the men who refuse to accept their 
incidentals as fundamentals. Much 
of our modern literalism is anti-Chris- 
tian both.in doctrine and spirit. Ac- 
cording to their logic we would have 
the representation that a man accepted 
some of the conclusions of historical 
scholarship, and sank lower and low- 
er until he was guilty of murder, or 
that a man after accepting the theory 
of different doguments in the Penta- 
teuch, ran away with another man’s 
wife. 

Bishop Haygood was far ahead of 
his day in this discriminating state- 
ment: 


“Does Moses say, ‘I, Moses, son of 


wrote all that 
is in these five books?’ If so, 
does he say it? Does Isaiah say, ‘1, 
Isaiah, son of Amoz, wrote every one 
of these sixty-six chapters?’ If so, 
where does he say it? It is Christ- 
anity and net a theory of insptration 
nor the authorship of certain books 
in the Bible that we are fighting for. 
In what least particular would a dozen 
pens in the Pentateuch or twice a 
dozen in Isaiah affect Chpstantty: 
Therein the evangelists | IS Jesus Christ. 
He is Christianity.’ 


ISHOP Edwin D. Mouzon says: 

“I object to fundamentalism be- 
cause of its insistence on ‘creed’ rather 
than on ‘faith’ and ‘the Christan life.’ 
“ ‘Faith’ is a personal word; it 
deals with personal relationships— 
the relation of one scgil to another. 
‘Faith’ means personal trust in Jesus 
Christ. ‘Now if any man have not 


where 


the spirit of Christ he is none of his.’ 
How seldom does one hear. the funda- 
mentalists talk about these great 
themes at all. Rather do they insist 
that you must give intellectual assent 
to a written creed. Now, I myself be- 
lieve in creeds. The man who dis- 
counts theology usually has a very 
crude theology of his own which he 
insists on having others accept. Chris- 
tianity must come with a reasoned and 
reasonable presentation of the faith 
if it is to conquer the world. But 
Methodism has always put its primary 
emphasis on Christian experience and 
a saintly life rather than on an intel- 
lectual presentation of the facts and 
principles of our holy religion. Against 
the pure intellectualism of fund: ument- 
alism I protest. 

‘One recalls in this connection the 
beautiful words of lan Maclaren: ‘I be- 
lieve in the Fatherhood of God; I be- 
lieve in the words of Jesus; I believe 
in the clean heart; I believe in the 
service of love; I believe in the un- 
worldly lite; | believe in the beauti- 
tudes; | promise to trust God and fol- 
low Chrisf, to forgive my enemies and 
seek after the righteousness of God.’ ”’ 

Dr. James G, K. McClure, a Pres- 
byterian, writes: 

‘Devotion to Jesus is not devotion 
to what the world calls an orthodox 
definition of Jesus. The devils, ac- 
cording to James, know what God its 
and tremble. They presumably know 
exactly what Jesus is, and still they 
continue to be devils. An orthodox 
definition of Jesus has its place in his 
religion, and no one will speak dis- 


paragingly of the efforts of profound 
scholars to form such a definition. 
Their task is indeed a most complex 
one—to attempt in a few words to 
circumscribe him who was man and 
who was God. 


T can scarcely be anticipated that 

human language with its limita- 

tions, will ever define Jesus,.God and 
man, completely and satisfactorily. 

“But even if Jesus can be so de- 
fined, devotion to him is not summed 
up in a devotion to a correct defini- 
tion of Him. In every generation 
there have been men who would pro- 
nounce him ‘very man of very man, 
and very God of very God,’ and who 
would die for their definition, while 
at the same time they were cruel, 
mean untruthful men, kindling the 
fires of unworthy persecution and hin- 
dering the very cause of him whom 
they thus defined. No, an exact, even 
an absolutely accurate, belief concern- 
ing Jesus, and loyalty to it, is not a 
test of devotion to him. 

What then is the test of devotion 
to Jesus? It is clearly devotion to 
the spirit of Jesus. Not mere devo- 
tion to the utterance of his words, not 
mere devotion to the reproduction of 
hts deeds; but it is such devotion by 
our spirit to the spirit of Jesus that 
our spirit opens to the reception of his 
spirit, and then his spirit rules our 
spirit and becomes our life. 

‘It any man have not the spirit 
of Jesus, he is none of his.’ If any 
man does have the spirit of Jesus he 
belongs to Jesus and has the religion 
of Jesus.”’

freedom was my plan. Lenine ap- 
peared enthusiastic. 

‘That is a great idea, and you 
shall have all the help you want. 
But, of course, it will be under the 
auspices of the Third International. 
Prepare your plan in writing and send 
it to me. 

‘“‘A shrewd Asiatic, this Lenine. He 
knows how to play on the weak sides 
of men by flattery, rewards, medals. 
| left convinced that his approach to 
the people was purely utilitarian, for 
the use he could get out of them for 
his scheme. And his scheme—was it 
the revolution? 

‘‘Free speech, free press, the spirit- 
ual achievements of centuries, what 
were they to this man? A Puritan, 
he was sure his scheme alone could 
redeem Russia. Those who served 
his plans were right, the others could 
not be tolerated. 


ND that is the last we hear of 

Miss Goldman’s plan. She drew 
it up, she said, but refused to place 
herself under the Third International, 
explaining that Americans had no tn- 
tention of being ruled from Moscow. 
What Lenine did with it we do not 
know. But we do realize that though 
Miss Goldman was impressed by Le- 
nine’s power and genius she is far 
trom certain that his palliatives are 
the only ones possible to bring Rus- 
sians into a promised land. But then, 
his schemes do not inculcate anarch- 
ism—the abolition of all ruling 
classes—in their fundamentals, and 
therefore, one infers, they cannot be 
successful. 

Eventually; the author, turning 
hither and yon for something to do, 
and finding red tape wound thickly 
about every activity, accepted a po- 
sition with the Petrograd Museum of 
the Revolution, a body formed to col- 
lect data which would serve as a 
source of informaton to future stu- 
dents of the Russian turn-over. 

Before devoting herself entirely to 


_ cepted, 


this, however, she was asked fo pre- 
pare a home for 1,000 Russian de- 
portees who were’ said to be on their 
way from America: Eagerly she ac- 
anxious to do something for 
the communist cause. 

But it Was only after heart-break- 
ing efforts that she managed to get 
the barest essentials needed to house 
the refugees—furniture, linen, dishes, 
etc. She had been told that first- 
class hotels were awaiting the de- 
portees, but when she inspected them 
she found they were cheap dives sit- 
uated in what had originally been the 
Petrograd tenderloin. They were 
dark, germ-eaten, ilt-smelling and 
filthy, but she wént to work with a 
will with what scanty help she was 
given and proceeded to get things in 
shape. 

At last the deportees arrived—but 
they proved to be Russian war pris- 
oners from Germany. ‘The misun- 
derstanding,’’ says the author, ‘‘was 
due to the blunder of some official in 
Tchicherin’s office who misread the 
radio information about the party due 
at the border. The prepared hotels 
were locked and sealed; they were not 
to be used for the returned war pris- 
oners because they were prepared for 
American deportees ‘who still might 
come.’ All the efforts and labor had 
been in vain.”’ 

So it goes. One cannot help being 
impressed by the frankness with w hich 
Miss Goldman admits how thoroughly 
she was duped. There is a short 
chapter on the visit of the British mis- 
sion which was entertained royally 
with theaters, operas, ballets and ex- 
cursions. | 

“Luxury was heaped upon them 
while the people slaved and went 
hungry. The soviet government left 
nothing undone to create a good im- 
pression and everything of disturb- 
ing nature was kept from the vis- 
itors.”’ 

And there is a chapter on the trade 


unions which, Miss Goldman charges, 
are completely dominated by the 
communists. She adds, however, that 
the bakers’ union, whose members are 
well aware of the importance of their 
product, has exhibited an independent 
spirit. On one occasion, when the 
Tcheka-tried to arrest a candidate not 
dictated by them the bakers threat- 
ened to strike. Reluctantly, .there- 
fore, the soviet agreed to recognize 
the man who had been picked by the 
bakers themselves. 

FIER months of efforts the mu- 

seum party was organized, and 
in a special train it left for the south 
of Russia. There she tound condi- 
tions a little better than in the north, 
though on every hand she saw evi- 
dences of corruption and inefficiency, 
red tape and blundering. Because of 
the distance from Moscow the people 
were sometimes outspoken against 
bolshevist rule and their hatred ex- 
pressed itself in a defiance of decrees 
and of the officials sent down from 
the central office. 

Miss Goldman laments the fact 
that in the Ukraine the soviet had a 
splendid opportunity to establish it- 
self solidly, especially after the coun- 
try had been over-ridden again and 
again by foreign and white guard in- 
vaders, but the unbelievable stupidity 
and greed of the hirelings sent from 
the Kremlin soon incensed the inhabi- 
tants against Lenine. 

She tells of her train journey, and 
describes the pitiful ccndition of the 
people en route, and of those waiting 
for trains. Sometimes, she says, they 
are forced to live for weeks on the 
platform until one arrived, and then 
there was a mad scramble to get 
aboard. Frequently one or more died 
under the wheels as the engine pulled 
out. Others were swept off the roofs 
by low bridges. Yet, despite their 


incredible suffering, these simple 
peasants seem -to be light-hearted, 
often 9g: ithering in groups at the stops 
and singing their heart-throbbing folk 
songs. 


She writes of Kharkov, of Poltava 
and of Kiey, and describes her visits 
to tamous leaders of the revolution, 
among them Korolenko, the great 
Russian writer, and his daughter who 
had organized a school for children 
and was endeavoring to maintain it 
in the face of opposition from the boJ- 
shevists. 

So greatly was the red government 
mistrusted that the’ museum party had 
great difficulty in obtaining what it 
wanted, for not only were the people 
suspicious, but the soviet agents them- 
selves cared little about the central 
authority and subjected the members 
to annoyance and . discrimination. 
Ironically enough, Miss Goldman says 
that her greatest help lay in the fact 
that she had come from America. 
That word seemed to drive away the 
clouds of suspicion which settled 
thickly everywhere about the data 
gatherers. 

‘‘America,’’ observes Miss Gold- 
man, was in league with world im- 
perialism to starve and crush Russia. 
Yet it was sufficient to mention that 
one came from America to find the 
key to everything RdSsian. It was 
pathetic and rather distasteful to make 
use of that key.” 

Apparently the expedition to the 
south was successful, though the 
writer. does not mention the fact. 
The book ends rather suddenly, but 
there is no doubt as to where the 
woman stands with respect to bolshe- 
vism. -She may be biased in her view- 
point, partly blinded by years of 
struggling unsuccessfully for her ideal, 
but her long experience gives value 
to any opinion of bolshevism-she may

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A Bible Talk |= 


On the Text of the International Sun- 
day School Lesson for Next Week. 


By WILLIAM JENNINGS BRYAN 


“How Christianity Became a World Religion” 


WONDERFUL chapter of 
the Bible is that from which 
the text for today’s talk is 
taken. | 
It is the eighth chapter of 
Acts; it is full of lessons that 
apply to our daily life, and it 
vividly portrays how the early Chris- 
tian church began its outreach from 
Jerusalem, until today it shapes the 
lives of hundreds of millions in all 
parts of the known world. 


Our chapter begins with a refer- 
ence to Saul of Tarsus. It is charac- 
teristic of the Bible to bring its char- 
acters forward without lengthy intro- 
ductions. Here, for instance, is a man, 
who is to become the chief messenger 
of Christ to the gentiles, one of the 
most influential of the early Chris- 
tians, and most prolific of the Bible 
writers whose words move. the world. 
The ninth chapter tells us of his dra- 
matic conversion and of his immediate 
consecration to his work, but here we 
read ‘‘And Saul was consenting unto 
his (Stephen’s) death—not ‘‘Saul, 
later Paul, of whom we shall here- 
after hear more, but just Saul, a young 
man mentioned casually at the close 
of chapter seven. 


After a few words describing the 
burial of Stephen and the lamenta- 
tion over him, we come to the third 
verse, which de scribes Saul’s activity 


in the persecution of Christians—just 


a verse, big with indictment and with 
nothing to suggest that change that is 
soon to take place. 

Our text begins with the fourth 
verse: ‘Therefore they that were scat- 
tered abroad went everywhere preach- 
ing the word.”’ 


The first thought to be emphasized 
is the effect of persecution as a means 
of spreading the gospel. 

Solomon tells us in Proverbs that 
“there is that scattereth, and yet in- 
creaseth;”’ this is a very fundamental 
truth. 

Paradoxical as it may seem—and 
the truth is quite often paradoxical— 
the natural way to secure increase is, 
first to scatter. The sower goes forth 
to sow; when he scatters the seed he 
lays the foundation for a new crop. 


The truth is stated even more plain- 
ly by Paul when he says that the grain 
must die before it is quickened. Out 
of death comes life—a multitude of 
new grains come out of the grain that 
dies and disappears. 

Persecution scattered the Chris- 
tians, but they carried the gospel with 
them wherever they went, and each 
became the center of a group that 
grew and increased until Christ’s 
teaching and knowledge of His salva- 
tion spread throughout all that region. 

Persecution is never invited, and 
yet without it truth would spread slow- 
ly. The sacrifices that are made by 
those who represent a great idea draw 
attention to the idea—‘‘the blood of 
martyrs is the seed of the church.”’ 


\ E used to read in our school 

books—and I am not sure that 
the new school books are in every re- 
spect an improvement—many sen- 
tences that conveyed Christian truth. 
One of these that I recall in this con- 
nection read, “God moves in a mys- 
terious way his wonders to perform.” 

This is one of the mysterious ways 
of God: He uses suffering as the seed 
out of which great reforms grow. Per- 
secutions, sore to bear, blossom out 
into glorious results. . Sacrifices are 
transformed into joys unspeakable, 
sorrow being forgotten in the victory 
which it wins. 

Christ presents this great truth of 
universal application as_ follows: 
‘Whosoever shall save his life shall 
lose it, and whosoever shall lose his 
life for my sake ‘shall find it.”

Another, expressing the same 
thought, says: ‘‘ ’Tis man’s perdition 
to be safe, when for the truth he ought 
to die.” 

Just as the little Hebrew maid, a 
servant in the family of Naaman, the 
leper, carried into the home of that 
high official a knowledge of the man 
of God, who alone could cure him 


of his leprosy; just as Joseph, sold 
into Egypt, saved his people when the 
days of famine came; just as Daniel, a 
captive in Babylon, revealed the God 
of Jsrael to a heathen nation, so these 
scattered and persecuted Christians, 
carrying each a torch, lighted the 
eountries round about. 


HE Christian walks by faith; he 

does not know, whether it is to 
be his lot to live for the truth or to 
die for it, but if he has the faith that 
1e ought to have, he is just as willing 
to die for the truth as to live for it. 
It is for the heavenly Father to say 
how he can best advance a cause 
which should be dearer to him than 
his own life, for God alone can see 
the end from the beginning and can 
make the wrath of men to serve Him. 


The Christian finds not only 
strength but fortitude and patience in 


the belief that he, being here for a 
purpose and as a part of God’s plan, 
will be so directed as to carry out 
God’s will and thus not only make 
his life ‘vorth living, but win “the 
crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, shall give’’ 
to ‘‘all them also which love his ap- 
pearing.” 

Philip, one of the persecuted Chris- 
tians, ‘‘went down to the city of Sa- 
maria, and preached Christ into 
them.”’ 

Samaria was, so to speak, ‘“‘the 
enemies country.”” The woman at 
Sychar was surprised when Christ ask- 
ed so simple a favor as a drink of 
water,~and reminded Him that the 
Jews had no dealings with the Sama- 
ritans. This hostile attitude was re- 
cognized again in the story of the 
Good Samaritan. It gave emphasis 
to the neighborly act when a Samari- 
tan gave aid to a Jew after a priest 
anda Levite had passed by him. 


‘And the people with one accord 
gave heed unto those things which 


Philip spake, hearing and seeing the, 


miracles which he did.’’ Here, as at 
other times, miracles were performed, 
unclean spirits weré cast out, many 
that were palsied and were lame were 
healed, and these miracles, re-enforc- 


the Messianic claim 


ing the words of Philip, brought con- 
viction and conversion. 

This is not strange as it might seem; 
history is repeating itself, so to speak, 
in this respect. 

The Jews were divided into two 
classes, and the line between them was 
very Strictly drawn. The Samaritans 
had no special reason for réjecting the 
gospel when it was brought to them, 
contirmed by the resurrection and by 
manifestation of healing power, 
whereas, unbelieving Jews resented 
of Christ—the 
more bitterly because Christ employed 
their own books of the law to prove 
His claim. So some who have never 
before heard the gospel are more eas- 
ily converted--than those who have 
grown up in religious communities 
and are grdually, -though uncon- 
sciously, hardened by repeated rejec- 
tions of religious appeals. 

It will be noticed that portions of 
our chapter are omitted from the les- 
son- text; for instance, those dealing 
with Simon Magus, who deserves more 
attention than can be given him here. 

He was a type, and we find his type 
in the church today. He was skilled 
in sorcery; he ‘“‘bewitched the people 
of Samara, giving out that himself 
was some great one.” 


Simon heard Philip and ‘‘believed 
also.’”’ He was baptized and contin- 
ued with Philip ‘‘and wondered, be- 
holding the miracles and signs which 
were done.”’ Later on is set forth his 
brazen attempt to turn spiritual power 
to his own personal profit. 


“When Simon saw that through 
the laying on of the apostles’ hands 
the Holy Ghost was given, he offered 
them rmoney.’’ But Peter said unto 
him: “Thy money perish with thee, 
because thou hast thought that the 
gift of God may be purchased with 
money.’”’ 


FINHEN follows a rebuke that needs 

Yto be uttered to many of those 
now living: ‘‘Thou hast neither part 
nor lot in this matter; for thy heart 
is not right in the sight of God. Re- 
pent therefore of this thy. wickedness.”’ 
Simor answered, “Pray ye the Lord 
for.me, that none of these things 


which ye have spoken come upon .

If Simon had been filled with the 
Holy Ghost, as the disciples were, he 
would have been more interested in 
saving souls and in healing diseases 
than in turning this power to his own 
pecuniary advantage. The disciples 
needed food and clothing—things sup- 
plied by those to whom they preached 
—but the idéa of selling the truth 
ccmmitted unto them was abhorrent. 


Those to whom God reveals truth 


can not keep still; they feel compelled 
to proclaim that which has been com- 
municated to them, regardless of the 


risk they take. Simon had not caught 
the spirit of the scattered and perse- 
cuted Christians. Instead of leaving 
all and following Christ as the disci- 


- ples did, he sought to add to the 


magic by which he profited the super- 
natural power—exercised by the dis- 
ciples through the influence of the 
Holy Ghest. 


Our chapter ends with the narra- 
tion of one of the outstanding acts 
in the ministry of Philip. 

Directed by an angel of the Lord, 
Philip undertook a journey from Jeru- 
salem to Gaza. On the way he met 

‘a man from Ethiopia, an eunuch of 
great authority under Candace, queen 
of the Ethiopians, who was... .

country. Moral: We are to go 
“‘where he wants us to go”’ and are to 
carry God’s message wherever we go. 

If persecution comes, we must ac- 
cept it—it is God’s way of using us— 
He knows best where we can serve 
most. - 

If an opportunity comes to us such 
as came to Philip we must seize upon 
it and use it. Who knows but it may 
be the heavenly Father’s way of using 
us to spread His gospel throughout 
lands that we ourselves may never 
visit ?

I soon made tne acquaintance of 
the Bristol City’s captain.

After several ineffectual 
attempts to induce him to let me work 
my passage, he agreed to carry me 
to Cossack for the nominal sum of one 
pound; whereupon | again resorted to 
my old friend the watch. Once more, 
ihen, I was ready to move onward. 

About ten days later we sailed 

away. 
, Our trip to Cossack was without 
incident. Captain McDonald, al- 
though a strict disciplinarian, | found 
to be the jolliest cf skippers and the 
most kind-hearted of men. During 
my short stay aboard ship | amused 
myself by pain.ing the “fancy work” 
on the poop and lending a hand gen- 
erally.. For this small service the cap- 
tain generously returned me the value 
of my passage money in much needed 
‘“‘slops’”’ (clothes). 

A week of pleasant sailing brought 
us to Nickel bay, where about two 
miles offshore we came to anchor at 
the mouth of Cossack creek.

My friend’s name was Bob Mitchell, 
though I found he was universally 
known by the nickname of Sandy. 
Why he was so called is a question I 
have never been able to answer, for 
he was neither a Scotchman nor of a 
Sanguine complexion. He was a na- 
tive born Australian, hailing from 
Taree, New South Wales. 

In Sandy’s shanty | was rather sur- 
prised to find signs of culture. Books 
which showed the owner te be a man 
of no common tastes were scattered 
everywhere, and stuffed birds, kanga- 
roo skins, native weapons, and a col- 
lection of minerals gave this rough 
abode an air of refinement. 

That evening was the beginning of 
one of those strong personal friend- 
ships which. men..sometimes form. 
Thrown together by accident, without 
the slightest knowledge of each other’s 
previous life, without a tie, indeed to 
bind us, we nevertheless became 
friends at once. . 

During our talk Sandy told me that 
he had one man under him whom he 


. had been trying to get rid of for some 


time. He had already applied to the 


superintendent at Cossack for his re- 
moval, but that gentleman had not as 
yet seen fit to act.

With a friend at my 
back and a loan of ten shillings (two 
dollars ind a half) in my pocket, | 
took the road with as smart a step 
and as cheery a whistle as were mine 
in the halcyon days of Silver Crest. | 
saw Mr. Montague Samon, the super- 


intendent, that afternoon, and had a 
long talk with him. Among other 
things I told him that as he was the 
only person in that part of the country 
frcm whom 1 could hope to get work, 
I intended to camp on the beach with- 
in sight of the store until he needed 
me. Before leaving him | asked if 
I might have a few of the empty flour 
sacks which were lying about the 


-warehouse, and received permission to 


help myself. These, when sewed to- 
gether, made quite a serviceable tent, 
which | pitched in the sand just above 
high water mark. 


T took me two or three days to get 
settled, for | had several things to 
make. | needed cooking utensils, a | 
fireplace, 2 bunk to sleep in, and oth- 
er minor necessaries. <A _ kettle | 
made out of a large tomato can and 
a piece of fencing wire. I also ham- 
mered a scrap of corrugated iron 
roofing into a frying pan. Four fork- 
ed stakes driven into the sand made 
the foundation of my bunk; two brok- 
en oars and two flour bags completed 
it. When all was finished, I surveyed 
it with pride. For a beach comber | 
had a very snug little shanty. 

But still the question of work kar- 
assed me. Sandy’s loan would soon 
be gone, and then what? It was plain 
that | must do something. All one 
day I sat in the sand thinking. Not 
until the dogs of the town had ceased 
barking, and the driftwood on my 
fire had burned low, did the right 
thought come to me. Then I arose, 
stretched myself, shook my fist at the 
world in general, and said: ‘‘To the 
deuce with working for other people! 
I’ll go into business for myself.” 

| did go into business for myself 
and made a barrell of money on a 
fortunate speculation in horses on 
borrowed capital at that. I redeemed 
my watch and sent Frank Morse a 
present of five pounds. I did not for- 
get Aurora in my newfound prosper- 
ity, she and her mother received a 
ten pound note from me.

During the trip I gained a fairly 
good knowledge of the coast, together 
with an insight into the pearling in- 
dustry. And so fascinated did | be- 
come with the excitement of the lat- 
ter, that 1 determined upon my re- 
turn to purchase a boat and turn 
pearl fisher.

OT long ago, somebody lamenied 
the fact that old-fashioned Amer- 
ican cooking disappearing 
from the menus of the big hotels 
and restaurants He took this fact 
to indicate that 
American cooking was therefore 

disappearing from the face of the land en-

restaurants do? 

Of course, there is a‘large part of the 
American population that has been recently 
transplanted from the continent. Naturally 
they cook the food of their forefathers, te 
a large extent. The cheaper lunch places 
cater to their taste in food and furnish dish- 
es to their taste—pickled fish, sour cream, 
strange combinations of macaroni, pastries 
that neither a negro mammy ef the old 
south nor a native girl of old New England 
would have recognized. 

Equally, of course, we have adepied some 
of the continental dishes, some of the con- 
linental food tendencies—and to very goed 
advirilage.  Italy’s contribution of maca- 
roni to our Staples, France's gift of crisp- 
crusted rolls, the general continental habit 
of dressing Salads with oil, the delicious 
and wholesome so-called Danish pasiries— 
these things to our American Met. But 
where there are not good bakeries, there 
are not Danish pastries and crusty rolls. 
Macaroni and, fortunately, oil-dressed salads, 
have gone into the home kitchen. 

But just how far has the invasion of 
joreign cookery gone? It would need iong 
and painstaking researches to find out. 
Doesn't the second generation middle Eu- 
ropean in this country eat. as much ice 
cream as do the descendants of Jamesiown 
and Provincetown fifst settlers? Aren't 
the grandchildren of Italian and Portuguese, 
Czeck and Polish immigrants as fend of 
crullers and pancakes and syrup as are the 
grandchildren of American residenis? 

it would be interesting to know. Surely 
on a warm day all the ice cream soda foun- 


tains in.the country are rushed with busi- 
ness, and among their patrons appear those 
of all sorts of foreign blood. And in the 
great war Americans. of recent foreign an- 
cestry took cruflers from the Salvation Army 
girls quite as hungrily as did Americans of 
old descent. 

How about yourself? 

Do you make a specialty of the best of 
the American dishes of old repute: 
train your cooks to do this? 

Occasionally we have a cook of foreign 
birth and training who can give us some 
very good pointers about cooking some par- 
ticular dis But we therefore 
lose track of the dishes that have proved 
Suitable for Americans for generations.

Just because your Polish cook can make 
a cake chiefly consisting of nuts and butter, 
don’t fail to teach her how to make a good 
cld-fashioned chocolate laver Just 
because your Hungarian cook can make a 
delicious egg noodle, don’t fail to teach her 
how to make plain, old-fashioned American 
apple pie. Just because from 
some other spot on the continent can roast 
meat English fashion, don’t fail to teach her 
to make smothered and fried chicken in the 
southern style.

Really ail thes@ old-fashioned 
good things of the table are worth having 
on our own tables.

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What Is This New and Deadly Forcer 
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French  airplan: 
are brought down 
on German terri- 
tory by a myste- 
rious agency 
which may revo- 
lutionize warfare, 
science and in- 
dustry. 
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By Ernest Brennecke 
EAR the great German air- 
drome at Fuerth, four miles 
from the city of Nuremburg, 


there are fields covered with 


networks of metal wire. Re- 
cently fourteen French air- 
planes, flying from Strasburg toward 
Prague, have been forced to land in 
the vicinity of these fields, which ex- 
end directly across the main air line 
between Paris and Vieffna. The 
planes have been instantly confiscated 
by the German authorities and the 
pilots have been arrested before they 
have had an opportunity of ascer- 
taining the cause of the forced land- 
ings. One pilot, however, was able 
to discover that an inexplicable hole 
several inches wide had been burned 
in his aluminum oil tank, and that the 
lead solder of the gasoline feed pipes 
had been melted in some manner 
which he could not understand. 
Forced landings of this nature are 
still occurring in the vicinity of 
Fuerth every few days and the uncan- 
ny regularity of these mishaps, all in 
the same locality, is causing great 
anxiety among the officials of the 
Franco-Rumanian Air Service 
poration. It is rumored that French 
secret service agents are quietly in- 
vestigating the circumstances of the 
accidents, for the probabilities of @rdi- 
nary engine trouble and difficult air 
currents cannot explain these alarm- 
ing mishaps. 
Are the Germans using a secret 
ray to disable foreign craft? And 
could such a ray be used with still

have been conducted, not 
only in Germany but in Eng- 
land and America as well, to 
discover some way of trans- 
mitting powerful currents, 
other than weak signals re- 
“s quiring amplification, by 
wireless. 
discovers a way of sending 
‘N out a beam of 
energy in any desired direc- 


tion and of any desired in-. 


tensity, just as a beam of 
light is ‘thrown out of a 
searchlight, will undoubtedly 
inaugurate a new epoch in 
warfare, science and _ in- 
dustry. 

This is what the German 
technicians at Fuerth seem 


to have accomplished in the case of 
the French airplanes and their ex- 


traordinary. success will perhaps not 
Surprise those who have followed the 
recent news regarding the experiments 
with directional radio conducted at 
the great transcontinental station at 
Nauen. 


. 
OT long ago a number of motor 
-@ars were brought to a dead 

stop on a lonely road near Nauen in 
the dead of night. 
nations of the incident have come 
from various official and non-official 
sources. It is the opinion of many 
experts, however, that all the circum- 
stances of the affair point to the prob- 
ability that-the cars were put out of 
commission by a powerful wireless 
ray, whose exact nature was un- 
known, focused across that particular 
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Conflicting expla-. 


section. One German technician who 
accompanied the night party in ques- 
tion has’ declared that what Nauen 
sent out that night was a directed 
beam having such characteristics and 
such power that it might be regarded 
as an entirely new form of wireless 
ray. 

Additional interest is lent to the 
possibility that the wire network tin 
the fields near Fuerth may be send- 
ing out destructive rays by the fact 
that late-last year Professor.L. G. V. 
Rota, a distinguished Italian scientist, 
described expériments he was con- 
telluric currents which 
emanate from the earth and 
the famous Lord Kelvin had 
occupied himself before his death. He 
affirmed that it would be _ possible 
with. these currents to melt heavy 
masses of metal at a distance Of sixty 
miles and to put out of action a wire- 
less station at a range of 200 niles. 

The destructive effect of high-fre- 
quency electric currents, which may 
be sent through the ether, or space, 
without the use of wires, has also been 
demonstrated. many times .by Dr. 
Nicola Tesca. 

Pretessor A. M. Low, a well known 
and rather conservative British scien- 
tific investigator, has taken great m- 
terest in the possibility that a new and 
powerful ray Of marvelous possibili- 
ties‘ has been invented. While ex- 
pressing the view that the claims now 
advanced for the Germans sound 
rather far fetched, lfe has pointed out 
that for a long time scientists have 
been working along the lines of dis- 
covering a new force which can be 
projected through the air with the ob- 
ject of disabling aircraft. 

A British air expert who bombed a 
great deal during the war has been 
studying the whole preblem, and has 
made the following statement: 

“?t was making tests at Brooklands 


ducting with

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with wireless rays to bring down air- 


planes as early as 1917, and have 
made an intensive study of the sub- 
ject. | think there has been discove 
ered a new method of concentrating 
certain rays on specific metals in the 


machines, perhaps with systems of j~ 


wire network, but possibly also with ° 
reflecting mirrors, because most of 
these forced descents in Germany 
have been made on fine bright days. 

“To avoid such rays, if they are 
being used, the best method is to fly 
very low, even low 100 feet 
from the ground, the ma- 
chine is then only. within range for 
avery limited time. Ata great height 
4 machine is obviously within range 
for miles of its flight. The objective 
seems to be to bring ¢cwn a machine 
by stopping the supply of oil to its 
engine, which is accomplished by 
melting the oil tank or the copper 
tubing which conducts the oil to the 
engine. Any plane must descend 
within a quarter of av hour if this is 
effected. -The rays, | suspect, would 
have an almost certain effect on a 
machine flying high. I have been 
wounded at a 24,000-foot altitude, 
but | have often flown over enemy 
trenches at 200 feet without being 
touched. It is the same with rays as 
with missiles.”’ 

What is causing concern to allied 
military experts at the present mo- 
ment, however, is not merely the fact 
that a few commercial planes have 
been forced to the ground in Ger- 
many and lost, but the far more start- 
ling probability that those who pos- 
sess a ray capable of destroying aerial 
machinery at considerable distances 
will eventually be able, if they should 
so desire, to destroy any kind of ma- 
chinery, and at any distance. The 
mysterious new ray, if it really exists, 
may prove to be a destructive weapon 
0” almost unlimited possibilities. On 
the other hand, if it is turned to use- 
ful and peaceful purposes, it may 
solve the great problem of the trans 
mission of power by radio.
